spend about six times as much as it does now for 
education before we can hope to make the schools 
satisfactory and provide for our children the edu- 
cation necessary for good citizenship, for. democ- 
racy and for industrial efficiency.

This statement is based on recent studies made 


by the bureau of education, which show th,e Unit- 
ed States does not begin to use -a proportionate 
part of the national income for educational pur- 
poses, and the resu'.ts obtained from such meager 
funds as have been grudgingly appropriated \crn- 
phasl-e that fact. 
Another recent report "Issued 


by the United States ranks abouKninth among 
civilized nations in illiteracy. 


In the United1 States, .the percentage oC illiter- 


acy is 7.7. for the total population over 10 years ot 
age, and 3 per- cent for-the native white popula- 
tion.
